THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


TOWN WARRANT 
To the inhabitants of the Town of Troy in the County of 
Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in the Town affairs, 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in Said Town 
on Tuesday, the 10th day of March, next at 10:00 in the forenoon for 
balloting upon matters specified in Article 1, listed below, and you 
are hereby further notified to meet at the Troy Elementary School on 
Wednesday, the llth day of March next at 7:30 p.m. to act upon the 
remainder of the listed Warrant. 


Article 1. To bring in your votes for one Selectman for 
three years, and for all other Town Officers elected by ballot, as 
passed by Town Meeting, or State Statutes for the specified number 
of years. 


Article 2, To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of $7,318,413.00 for the purpose of constructing sewer- 
age and sewage treatment facilities which are requirements contained 
in the Federal Water Pollution Control Act, as amended (33 U.S.C. 
Section 1251 et seq.) and will qualify the Town for Federal funds, 
such sum to be raised by the issuance of Serial Bonds or Notes not 
to exceed $2,424,103.00 under and in compliance with the provisions 
of the Municipal Finance Act (N.H. R.S.A. 33.1 et seq., as amended) 
and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or 
notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon, and to take such 
other actions as may be necessary to effect the issuance, negotiation, 
sale and delivery of such bonds or notes as shall be in the best 
interests of the Town of Troy, and to allow the Selectmen to expend 
such monies as become available from the Federal Government under the 
Financial Assistance Program of the Construction Grants section of 
the Federal Water Pollution Control Act, as amended (33 U.S.C. Section 
1251 et seq.) and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate such sums of money as may be necessary to defray the following 
Town expenditures for the ensuing year as recommended by the Budget 
Committee: 

a. Town Officers' salaries - $22,000. 

Town Officers' expenses - $8,500. 
Election and Registrations - $700. 
Town Hall - $7,000. 

Parks -— $1,000. 

Vital Statistics - $100. 

Insurances — $23,500. 

Social Security - $9,000. 

Care of Trees - $100. 

Interest - Temporary Loans - $12,000. 
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k. Memorial Day - $700. 

1. Town Dump - $13,000. 

m. Street Lighting - $15,000. 

n. Legal Fees — $8,000. 

o. Planning Board & Board of Adjustment - $650. 
p. Civil Defense - $1,100. 

q. Reassessment and Tax Map Update — $1,200. 

r. Conservation Committee - $100. 

s. Health Officer - $300. 


Article 4, To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate such sums of money as may be necessary to support public 
services as recommended by the Budget Committee, 

a. District Nurses Association - $5,000. 

b. War Memorial Program - $7,800. 

c. Monadnock Regional Association - $150. 

d. Monadnock Family & Mental Health Service - $1,065, 

e. Meadowood County Area Fire Department - Membership Fund - 

$500. 

£, Friendly Meals/Meals on Wheels - $1,000. 

g. Southwestern New Hampshire Regional Planning Authority - 

$1,703. 


Article 5. Ta see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate such sums as necessary to support Town Departments as recom— 
mended by the Budget Committee. 

a. Highway - Summer & Winter — $60,000. 

b. Police - $46,750. 

c. Fire -— $19,680 

d. Overseer of the Poor - $13,500. 

e, Dog Constable - $2,600. 


Article 6, To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $4,700. for the care of the cemeteries. $3,700. to come from 
the Trust Funds, 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$443.96 to which the State will contribute $2,959.75, if voted and 
accepted, for the construction of Class V roads. 


Article 8, To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
sume of$7,102.81 to be withdrawn from the payment made by the State 
of New Hampshire from the special Highway Subsidy Fund for the pur- 
pose of construction and reconstruction of Class IV and Class V high- 
ways within the town or take any action relating thereto. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $1,250. for use by the Summer Arts Festival Committee, This 
will be the fourth annual festival held on Troy Common. 


Article 10, To see if the Town will vote to raise $40,000.00 
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for the Water Department, 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $10,500. for the Gay-Kimball Library. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate and authorize the withdrawal of this sum for this purpose from 
the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State 
and Lacal Assistance Act of 1972 as amended for the Capital Reserve 
Funds for the following specific purposes and in the amounts indi- 
cated herewith or take any other action thereof: 

a. Fire Department - $5,000. 

b. Highway Department - Truct - $5,000. 

c. Police Department - Cruiser - $2,000, 

d. Reassessment of Town - $1,500. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and 
authorize the withdrawal from the Revenue Sharing Fund established 
under pravisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for use 
as appropriations for the fallowing specific purposes and in amounts 
indicated herewith or take any other action hereon: 

a, Fire Department - Generator Installation - $2,000. 

b. Gay-Kimball Library - Operation - $3,000, . 

c. Senior Citizens - Elderly Activities - $1,000. 

d. Town Hall - Repair and Paint - $4,000, 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to purchase a new police cruiser, using police department 
capital reserve funds (plus funds accruing from the disposal of the 
present cruiser), when in the opinion of the selectmen the present 
cruiser is nq longer economical to maintain, If additional funds 
are necessary they would come from the existing police department 
budget. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to limit the Town 
budget to a 2% percent increase of the previous year's budget. (By 
petition.) 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to petition the 
Representatives and Senators whq represent the town in General Court 
to support in the current session of the General Court, the concur- 
rent resolution to amend the State Constitution to limit the annual 
increase in property taxes to five per cent and to limit the annual 
increase in spending by the State or any city, town, or other govern- 
ment unit of the State ta five percent. (By two petitions) 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to limit the members 
of the Budget Committee to boards, commissions or committees that do 
not disburse town funds, to avoid a conflict of interest. (By 
petition.) 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to prohibit the use 
of Town equipment for privated (sic) citizen projects. (By petition.) 


Article 19, To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen at a future time to enter into a contract with a data proc- 
essing firm for maintenance of its tax records as allowed by Chapter 
8C:11 of the N, H. Revised Statutes Annotated, 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to amend the smoke detector ordinance (Article 33, Town 
Meeting March 1978, Passed) to include all mobile homes, owned or 
rented, in the Town of Troy by July 1, 1981. (Requested by Fire 
Department) 


Article 21, To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to enact an ordinance that will require all mobile homes 
in mobile home parks to have their park number displayed on their 
mobile home to be visible to emergency vehicles, The numbers to be 
no less than 4" in size. That all mobile homes to be numbered by 
July 1, 1981. (Requested by Fire Department) 


Article 22, To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend money from the 
State, Federal or another governmental unit or a private source 
which becomes available during the year in accordance with the pro- 
cedures set forth in RSA 31:95-b, 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to apply for Federal Funds with the assistance of the New 
Hampshire Department of Resources and Economic Development. 


Article 24, To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
- Selectmen to borrow money to pay charges and the interest thereon, 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to ‘authorize the 
Selectmen to transfer tax liens and convey praperty acquired by the 
town by Tax Collector's Deed by public auction (or advertised sealed 
bid) ar in such other manner as determined by the Selectmen as 
justice may require. 


Article 26, To see if the town will vote to abolish the 
cemetery Committee, so called, to be effective at the close of business 
of the annual meeting of 1982, and to create in its place a Board of 
Cemetery Trustees which shall have all of the powers and duties pro- 
vided by New Hampshire R.S.A, 31:22 (as amended) and R.S.A. 289:7 (as 
amended)’, comprised of three members each having a three-year term of 
office, said Board of Cemetery Trustees to become effective at the 
close of business of the annual meeting of 1982, privided that at the 
annual meeting of 1982 there shall be elected one cemetery trustee 
for a one-year term, one trustee elected for a two-year term, and one 
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trustee elected for a three-year term; thereafter, cne trustee would 
be elected annually for a three-year term, or take any action thereon. 


Article 27. To hear reports of committees, agents or officers 
heretofore chosen and take any action relative.

SELECTIMEN'S REPORT 


The selectmen would like to dwell on inflation and what it 
does to us in regard to our budget and tax rate. Many people are 
under the mistaken impression that if the budget goes up 10% that 
their taxes will go up 10%. If this were to happen, it would be a 
random coincidence and an unfortunate one at that. For example, in 
1979 the town budget was 25.02 percent above 1978; however, after 
revenue and credits were subtracted, it was only 4.38 percent, and 
in the same year, the tax rate was up only 0.66 percent. In 1980 
the town budget was 7.82 percent below 1979 and after revenue and 
credits it was 13.48 percent below 1979; however, the tax rate was 
up 4.26%; without the increase in legal fees voted from the floor, 
it would have only been 0.56%. In 1979 the consumer price index 
was up 12.9% and in 1980 it was up 12.1%. Under any analysis, the 
selectmen and the budget committee have done exceptionally well in 
holding the line. For the two years, an average tax increase of 
only 2.46% including the increased legal fees is very good.in com- 
parison to the consumer price index. We want all to realize there 
is no coorelation between the town budget (appropriation) and the 
tax rate. This is due to variables such as the school and county 
shares apportioned to the town, the ups and downs (none variables) 
in the revenues and credits and the business profits tax. Revenues 
and credits should go up each year as well as business profits tax 
but you can not depend on that. We hope this helps you to better 
understand the complexities of the system. We suggest that you 
think positively in terms of the performance of your selectmen, bud- 
get committee and other town officials, We live here too and are 
just as interested in a town budget and low taxes as our prophets 
of doom and gloom, 


The old bugaboo our landfill still operates in an excellent 
manner; however, job boss Hurst wants to recycle 100Z of the papers 
and bottles. They are revenue, 


The selectmen think that the overall performance of the 
various departments has been of an exceptional quality. We urge 
you to read their individual reports and become even more knowledg- 
able of their efforts and activities, 


We would like to mention the Senior Citizens activities, 
They have had many meetings and good trips. The group has brought 
many people out who would not ordinarily engage in outings. We 
think this is great. and urge as many as possible to participate.

War service credits are added in and then subtracted so they were 
ignored for the explanation above. 


Due to revenue, credits and business profit tax reimburse- 
ment, taxes naturally have not gore up as much as one would think. 
1977 over 1976 was 12.6%; however, this was due to reassessment ad- 
justment from the year before and a larger overlay. 1978 over 1977 
was less but still high at 9.39%; this was due to a smaller increase 
in revenue and credits, 1979 taxes were only 0.66% over 1978, due 
to a good jump in revenue and a good hudget committee. 1980 is a 
two sided story, in this case revenue and credits decreased instead 
of a variable increase as experienced before. Even with an increase 
of 4.26% over 1979 the year would have had an increase of only 0.56% 
had the legal expenses not been raised from $2,500 to $25,000 from 
the floor at the town meeting. This caused an increase of $1.13 per 
thousand of assessed value for all property in the town=of Troy. 
Again in 1980 the budget committee did a commendable job in an 
attempt to keep town expenses at a minimum, 


There are critics for and against the consumer price index. 
Union contracts, social security and many pension plans are related 
to the C.P.I. Whether is is not what some detractions want it is 
the only indicator the nation has at this time. In comparison with 
the C.P.I. the taxes in Troy have done exceedingly well, for example, 
if 1979 taxes had advanced with the C.P.I., taxes would have been 
$34.21 per thousand instead of $30.50 or $3.91 versus 0.20. The C.P.I. 
can only be compared with what is actually paid in taxes.

Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, Good 
Business. Forest fire prevention slogans have been seen in associ- 
ation with Smokey Bear since the late nineteen forties when a 
national effort to check the spread of forest fires was implemented. 


New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire pre- 
vention and suppression was the responsibility of every citizen, a 
half century before this national campaign, when our legislature 
established our first forest fire laws in 1903. Since that date, 
the State has appointed a town/city forest fire warden who is re- 
sponsible for forest fire law enforcement in his municipality. 


All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on the 
ground must be approved in writing by the forest fire warden before 
being kindled. All forest fires must be suppressed by the warden 
and his deputies as soon as they are reported. The cost of fire 
suppression is shared jointly by the town/city and the State of New 


Hampshire, as are forest fire prevention and forest fire training 
costs. 


This state and local municipality cooperative forest fire 
program has given New Hampshire one of the best forest fire records 
in the United States.

As indicated by the above statistics, the major problem areas are 
as follows: 
1. Failure to restrain 
2. No identification on dogs 
3. Failure of owners to claim dogs picked up by the 
Animal Control Officer 
4, Failure to obtain licenses 


As a result of numbers 2 and 3 ahove, a new procedure was estab- 
lished in early 1980 to set aside a 450 square foot area at Timber 
Trails as a holding area. Strays that are picked up are transported 
to Timber Trails in Troy, and held there until claimed by the owner, 
If unclaimed after holding for a minimum of seven days, dogs are 
either placed in new homes or taken to the Humane Society. This 
procedure, by not transporting each stray to the Humane Society, re- 
sults in a savings in time, travel, and the expense of $3.00 each day 
a dog is kept at the Humane Saciety, It should be noted that of the 
69 dogs taken to Timber Trails, only 1/ were, after the 7 day holding 
period, taken to the Humane Society. 


The Selectmen and Animal Control Officer request that the owners 
and keepers of animals in the Town of Troy abide by the laws that 
have been established, and respect the rights of all residents,

State Law provides that the owners or keepers of animals are 
liable for expenses incurred by the Animal Control Officer with re- 
spect to unrestrained animals,

A real sense of accomplishment! 


This is and has been the key phrase regarding the work effort 
of the Southwest Region Pianning Commission in 1980. A number of pro- 
grams were undertaken in region economic development, land uses, public 
transportation, energy uses inventcry, historic surveys, housing assist— 
ance plan -- a basic document in support of applications for many fed- 
eral funding programs, and establishment of a circuit rider program to 
help town selectmen and other officials. 


In a continuing program of technical assistance, the Commission 
assisted in the completion of 7 community comprehensive plans (and 
there are 19 in various stages of completion), and subdivision regu- 
lations and zoning ordinances. Region Planning Commission staff are 
considered staff of the member communities and answer numerous questions 
regarding planning legislation, review of difficult subdivision pro- 
posals, and assistance in completing funding applications and other 
research matters, 


The Commission's staff alsa responds to numerous public and 
private inquiries concerning region economics and demographics. 


In 1980, there were 31 member towns, a good indication that in 
southwest New Hampshire regional planning has come a long way since its 
start with 10 member communities by their votes at March, 1971, town 
meetings, 


A major accomplishment for Troy in 1980 was the completion of 
the town's comprehensive plan. Additional technical assistance has 
also been provided by the commission, 


The Commission's executive committee currently includes Frank

Our purpose is to make available skilled nursing service and 
one other therapeutic service to rehabilitate the sick and disabled 
in the home, Service is given regardless to race, creed, color or 
the ability to pay. We promote individual, family, and community 
health and assist with the prevention of disease by teaching the 
principles of health, hygiene and sanitation, 


The Board of Directors have discussed the possibility of hir- 
ing a Home Health Aide to allow for more appropriate utilization of 
the Nurse-Administrator, but no decision was made, We also discussed 
a merger with Fitzwilliam but no action was taken, 


A new sliding scale for payment was established for patients 
who do not have a health insurance or other means of payment. Our 
home visits are $14.00 per visit and an office visit is $4.00. These 
rates will increase after the cost analysis is done, 


To keep up with the fast changes in the medical profession, 
our Nurse Administrator and alternate nurse attended meetings, seminars, 
and workshops. They also held Immunization clinics, Blood Pressure 
Screening clinic in Fitzwilliam, and W.1I.C. (Women, Infants, and 
Children) clinic, We voted to participate in the Child Health Con- 
ferences which were cvordinated by the Keene V.N.A. and including the 
Home Health Agencies of Cheshire County. Once again the nurse at- 
tended and assisted with the conferences, The dental clinic each 
spring is sponsored by the Agency with fewer children participating 
then in the past, 


The Cheshire County Home Health Assessment and Planning Study 
Committee held a Public Forum in June and the Board and officers at- 
tended. The president of the agency attended the monthly meetings. 
This committee is now the Community Heaith Task Force and the purpose 
is to formulate a plan to merge the Home Health Agencies of Cheshire 
County.
